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INTRODUCTION 


In  compliance  with  FTA  Circular  4702.1,  Title  VI  Program 
Guidelines  for  FTA  Recipients,  the  Chicago  Transit  Authority  is 
submitting  this  triennially-issued  update  for  the  fiscal  years 
1989,  1990,  and  1991.  Reporting  this  information  at  three-year 
intervals  is  required  by  Title  VI  of  the  1964  Civil  Rights  Act, 
which  is  binding  on  all  recipients  of  Federal  funding. 

CTA  in  1990  presented  to  its  riders  an  innovative 
restructuring  of  all  fares,  reflecting  broad  fare  policies 
adopted  by  the  CTA  Board  in  1988.  That  year  CTA  met  its  goal  of 
increasing  both  revenue  and  ridership  on  weekdays.  Under  this 
plan,  reduced  fare  riders  saw  their  prices  decrease,  tokens  were 
sharply  discounted,  peak/off-peak  pricing  for  buses  was 
implemented,  and  a  new  type  of  monthly  pass  was  introduced. 

All  other  CTA  policies  discussed  in  the  previous  triennial 
update  are  officially  still  in  effect,  along  with  some 
additions.  Service  changes  in  the  years  1989-91  were  minor, 
consisting  largely  of  temporary  construction  reroutes  and 
experimental  service.  In  addition,  half  of  CTA's  bus  fleet  was 
replaced  with  lift-equipped  buses,  which  now  provide  service  on 
50  routes  selected  by  the  public  working  with  CTA. 

Because  CTA  submitted  the  required  service  and  1980  census 
tract  maps  in  1989,  tract  boundaries  in  Chicago  did  not  change 
in  the  1990  census  and  municipal  boundaries  of  suburbs  served 
did  not  change,  no  new  maps  are  being  submitted,  as  allowed  by 
the  FTA  regional  office  on  May  29,  1992.  The  required  new 
summary  of  1990  census  data  is  included.  It  lists  tract 
populations  by  race  and  accounts  for  all  municipalities  in  CTA's 
service  area. 


I,   GENERAL  REQUIREMENTS 


Active  Discrimination  Complaints 

A  thorough  search  by  CTA • s  Law  Department  has  determined 
that  there  are  no  active  lawsuits  or  complaints  against  CTA 
which  allege  discrimination  on  the  basis  of  race,  color,  or 
national  origin  with  respect  to  service  or  other  transit 
benefits.  The  merits  of  a  complaint  filed  on  the  last  day 
of  fiscal  1991,  regarding  action  which  had  not  yet 
occurred,  are  as  yet  unsubstantiated. 

Assistance  from  Non-FTA  Federal  Agencies 

A  similar  search  by  CTA's  Capital  Development  Department 
has  determined  that  CTA  has  neither  applied  for  nor 
received  financial  assistance  from  any  Federal  agency  other 
than  FTA. 

Compliance  Reviews 

Over  the  last  three  years,  no  civil  rights  compliance 
reviews  involved  CTA. 

FTA  Civil  Rights  Assurance 

A  signed  FTA  Civil  Rights  Assurance  is  included  as  part  of 
this  report. 

DOT  Title  VI  Standard  Assurance 

A  signed  standard  DOT  Title  VI  Assurance,  including  its 
appendices,  A,  B  and  C,  was  submitted  as  part  of  the  1989 
report.   An  update  is  not  required. 

Construction  Projects 

Fixed-facility  impact  analyses  of  construction  projects  are 
prepared  by  CTA's  Capital  Development  Department  as  part  of 
its  regular  grant  application.  As  allowed  by  the  Circular, 
these  projects  are  referenced  by  grant  numbers  in  the 
Supporting  Documents  for  Construction  Projects.

II o   PROGRAM  SPECIFIC  REQUIREMENTS 

lo   Demographic  and  Service  Profile  Maps,  Overlays  and  Charts 

There  have  been  no  significant  changes  to  the  transit 
system  in  the  last  three  years.  As  allowed  by  FTA's  regional 
office  in  a  May  29,  1992  discussion,  the  service  changes  are 
presented  below  in  text  form.  Tract  boundaries  for  1990  did  not 
change.  A  small  number  of  suburban  tracts  were  split  and 
designated  with  .01  and  .02  after  the  original  tract  number. 
The  Census  Bureau  did  not  issue  1990  tract  maps  at  the  level  of 
detail  provided  in  the  1980  maps,  offering  no  improvement  over 
the  maps  CTA  submitted  in  the  last  report. 

Similarly,  the  information  requested  on  overlays  was 
previously  included  in  the  maps  for  a  clear  and  readable 
presentation.  CTA  office  locations  were  shown  in  CTA's  1986 
Real  Estate  report,  submitted  previously,  which  has  not  changed. 
Population  of  tracts  and  each  tract's  racial  split  cannot  be 
written  in  each  tract  and  remain  legible,  as  specified  in  the 
Circular;  however,  the  corresponding  chart,  which  lists 
population  by  tract  number,  is  included  in  the  supporting 
documents  which  follow  this  section.  All  tracts  within  0.25 
mile  of  CTA  service  have  been  included.  The  overall  minority 
percentage  of  the  tracts  is  shown  as  55.9%.  The  individual 
tracts  are  needed  when  classifying  routes,  but  these  tracts  do 
not  define  CTA's  service  area  completely. 

Another  supporting  table  lists  the  municipalities  that  make 
up  CTA's  service  area  and  their  1990  populations.  There  are  38 
suburbs  and  the  City  of  Chicago  in  CTA's  service  area  with  a 
total  population  of  3,687,281.  The  service  area  population 
totals  3,349,828,  to  reflect  CTA's  varying  levels  of  service  to 
suburban  municipalities.  The  formula  for  calculating  service 
area  population  continues  unchanged: 

100%  of  a  municipality's  population  is  included  if  CTA 
operates  within  the  borders  of  the  municipality. 

50%  of  a  municipality's  population  is  included  if  CTA 
operates  along  the  border  of  the  municipality  (and  not 
within) . 

25%  of  a  municipality's  population  is  included  if  CTA 
operates  within  3/8-mile  of  the  municipality  (but  not 
touching  the  border) . 


Minority  routes  were  designated  by  comparison  of  census  tract 
population  with  the  average  55,5%  of  the  service  area  population 
that  was  minority.  Non-minority  was  "white,  not  of  Hispanic 
origin"  in  the  1990  census  and  minority  was  all  other  persons. 
A  table  of  these  routes  is  listed  in  the  supporting  documents. 
As  specified  in  the  FTA  Circular,  a  minority  route  has  more  than 
1/3  of  its  route  mileage  in  minority  tracts  (tracts  in  which  the 
minority  population  percent  exceeded  the  average) .  For  this 
evaluation,  CTA  used  round-trip  route  mileage,  and  included 
census  tracts  on  both  sides  of  the  routes. 

All  CTA  rail  routes,  except  Evanston  and  Ravenswood,  are 
minority  routes.  The  Skokie  Swift  line  operates  almost  entirely 
in  the  non-minority  suburbs  of  Chicago  and  has  only  two 
stations.  But  the  Howard  station  is  in  a  minority  tract, 
classifying  half  of  the  route  (or  the  required  "greater  than 
one-third")  as  minority. 


Future  Routes'  Designation 

The  anticipated  recombination  of  Howard,  Dan  Ryan,  Lake, 
Englewood,  and  Jackson  Park  trains  in  future  years  will  not 
affect  the  current  designation  of  all  of  them  as  minority 
routes;  no  new  stations  will  appear  in  that  project. 

Of  the  eight  new  Midway  line  stations  to  open  in  future 
years,  three  are  in  minority  tracts  and  another  two  are  across 
the  street  from  minority  tracts.  But  the  route  will  also  serve 
the  nine  elevated  stations  currently  in  the  Loop  (a  non-minority 
area) ,  so  the  Midway  route  will  be  counted,  along  with  Evanston 
and  Ravenswood,  as  a  non-minority  route. 

A.   Base  Map:   Discussion  of  Changes 

Rail  service  changes  for  the  years  1989-91  did  not  produce 
changes  that  show  up  on  a  map.  Evanston  Express  trains 
shortened  their  non-stop  portion  of  travel  by  adding  stops  at 
Chicago,  Fullerton,  and  Belmont.  New  stations  replaced  old  at 
Cottage  Grove,  Merchandise  Mart,  and  Indiana  (these  last  two  had 
not  been  fully  completed  as  of  December,  1991,  but  trains  were 
stopping  there) .  Quincy/Wells  was  restored  to  its  1897 
appearance,  and  several  improvements  were  made  at  Adams/Wabash, 
Clark/Lake,  both  subways  between  Adams  and  Jackson,  and  other 
locations.  At  the  end  of  1991,  stations  at  King  Drive/63rd  and 
18th/Paulina  were  closed  for  complete  replacement. 


Bus  service  changes  included,  and  were  limited  to,  these: 

■  Southbound  route  2  4  Wentworth  was  rerouted  to  serve  a 
new  shopping  strip  at  Garf ield/LaSalle.  All  trips 
cross  the  expressway  at  Garfield  and  return  to  the 
regular  route  after  making  a  loop  for  shoppers,  near 
the  street  used  by  northbound  buses  of  this  route, 

■  All  route  157  Streeterville  buses'  trips  were 
simplified,  to  use  only  Fairbanks  Court  between 
Ontario  and  Chicago.  A  rush-only  reroute  to  serve  CBS 
studios  was  dropped  in  coordination  with  the  city's 
designation  of  one-way  streets  in  the  area. 

■  New  route  3  3  Magnificent  Mile  Express  was  created  to 
serve  riders  of  four  northern  Metra  rail  lines  who 
work  in  the  North  Michigan  Avenue  area.  The 
successful  experimental  route  carries  riders  to  and 
from  the  first  in-city  stations,  north  of  the  main 
Metra  terminal =  A  single  U-shaped  route  connected 
Metra  stations  at  each  end  with  North  Michigan  Avenue 
in  the  middle,  with  non-stop  portions  in  between. 
This  route  operated  both  ways  in  the  AM  and  PM  rush 
from  Western  station  on  the  Milwaukee  Road  via  Grand, 
Orleans,  Ohio,  Michigan,  Lake  Shore  Drive,  LaSalle 
Drive,  North  Avenue,  Elston,  and  Cortland  to  the 
Clybourn  station  on  the  North  Western.  Reverse 
routing  was  the  same,  except  it  used  Ontario  and  Wells 
instead  of  Orleans  and  Ohio.  Stops  were  made  only  at 
the  terminals,  along  Michigan  between  Delaware  and 
Erie,  at  Grand/Wells,  and  Orleans/Ohio.  PM  rush 
service  was  discontinued  in  April  of  1991,  restored  on 
September  3,  1991. 

■  New  route  13  0  Grant  Park  Treasures  was  created  as  an 
RTA  demonstration,  connecting  lakefront  museums  in 
Grant  Park  with  downtown  Metra  stations.  During  the 
demonstration,  it  operated  every  weekend,  the  last  two 
weeks  of  the  year,  and  all  summer.  When  weekday 
service  operated,  it  began  after  the  morning  rush  had 
ended,  to  lower  operating  costs  and  focus  on  the 
museum  market.  From  North  Western  Station  at  Madison 
and  Clinton,  the  eastbound  route  operated  via  Clinton, 
Jackson,  Michigan,  Balbo,  Columbus,  McFetridge,  Lake 
Shore  Drive,  Solidarity  Drive,  Lake  Shore  Drive, 
Balbo,  Michigan,  Adams,  Canal,  and   Madison.

FTA  regulations  define  a  minority  route  as  having  33.3%  or  more 
of  its  route  miles  in  tracts  with  tract  minority  population 
greater  than  the  service  area  minority  population,  which  was 
55.5%  for  CTA  in  1990. 
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2.   Service  Standards  and  Policies 

The  Circular  requests  information  on  system-wide  service 
policies  adopted  by  the  Chicago  Transit  Board.  Policies 
concerning  fares,  public  hearings,  vehicle  maintenance,  station 
maintenance,  paratransit  contracts,  vehicle  assignment,  and 
average  age  of  fleet  have  not  changed,  and  are  not  resubmitted. 
However,  assignment  of  new  lift-equipped  buses  and  station 
amenities,  two  new  policies,  are  presented  and  discussed. 

A.  Vehicle  Load  and  Vehicle  Headway.  As  reported  in 
previous  Title  VI  reports,  CTA  has  printed  standards 
which  govern  the  scheduling  of  vehicles  (output  as 
headway,  or  time  between  vehicles)  in  response  to 
varying  levels  of  passenger  demand  (input  as  load,  or 
maximum  average  passengers  per  bus) .  These  standards 
have  not  changed,  and  are  not  included  with  this 
report.  Documents  supporting  current  fleet  age  and 
assignment  are  included,  as  well  as  the  scheduled 
number  of  buses  required  to  operate  each  route. 

B.  Level  of  Vehicle  Maintenance.  CTA  maintained  a 
program  named  Operation  B.U.S.  (Better  Ultimate 
Service)  which  was  implemented  at  all  garages. 
Standards  for  ideal,  acceptable,  and  unacceptable  bus 
quality  were  previously  submitted. 

Rail  vehicles  were  maintained  with  a  policy  of  daily 
washings  (weather  permitting)  and  routine  periodic 
maintenance.  To  extend  the  useful  life  of  CTA's 
oldest  rail  vehicles  (series  5-50) ,  a  contractor  in 
New  York  rebuilt  them  in  1985.  A  similar  program  was 
recently  completed  for  the  2200-series  rail  vehicles. 

C.  Level  of  Rail  Station  Maintenance.  Operation  CLASS 
(Clean,  Lighted,  and  Safe  Stations)  was  extended  to 
additional  older  stations  on  the  Congress,  Douglas, 
and  Lake  lines,  as  well  as  some  subway  locations.  CTA 
has  not  officially  adopted  a  color  coding  of  its  rail 
lines;  the  stations  now  are  painted  white  with  a  color 
stripe  at  each  station.  Most  stations  also  received 
magnetic  card  readers  to  allow  faster  entry  to  pass 
users. 

D.  Special  Services  Contracts.  Services  to  severely 
mobility-limited  riders  are  provided  by  private 
carriers  under  contract  to  CTA.  Fares  were  kept  the 
same  as  on  peak  full-fare  fixed-route  service. 
Service  quality  standards  have  not  changed  since  the 
previous  submission. 


E.  Vehicle  Assignment  and  Average  Age  of  Fleet.  Reports 
are  attached  which  show  the  average  age  of  buses  and 
rapid  transit  cars,  and  the  number  of  each  type  of 
equipment  assigned  to  each  garage  or  terminal.  CTA's 
departmental  policy  is  to  assign  new  orders  of 
vehicles  to  more  than  one  garage,  so  that  at  least  one 
garage  in  minority  areas  and  one  garage  in  non- 
minority  areas  will  receive  new  vehicles.  All  garages 
that  did  not  receive  new  buses  in  1991  are  scheduled 
for  new  garage  buildings  in  the  near  future,  which 
improves  maintenance  for  all  vehicles.  CTA's  most 
recent  order,  fully  delivered  by  fall  of  1991,  was  for 
976  buses,  which  served  both  minority  and  non-minority 
areas,  often  on  the  same  route. 

Within  a  bus  garage,  it  is  likely  that  any  bus 
assigned  there  will  be  used  on  any  route  operated  by 
that  garage.  A  total  of  50  routes  (shown  on  enclosed 
map  in  red)  are  required  to  be  operated  with  lift- 
equipped  buses  only;  otherwise,  buses  are  not 
restricted  to  a  route.  However,  high-capacity 
articulated  buses  are  reserved  for  three  high-traffic 
corridors,  and  narrow,  non-lift  buses  are  needed  for 
clearance  limitations  on  Lake  Street.  All  future  bus 
purchases  will  include  lifts  and  air-conditioning,  as 
well  as  wide  aisles. 

F.  Fares  Policy.  CTA's  April  29,  1990  restructuring  of 
fares  (chart  included)  was  approved  by  the  Chicago 
Transit  Board  at  its  February,  1990  meeting.  this 
followed  11  public  hearings  held  from  January  22-26, 
1990,  and  allowed  time  for  Marketing  to  prepare  a 
major,  effective  public  relations  campaign  to 
introduce  the  new  fares.  The  14-point  fares  policy, 
adopted  by  the  CTA  Board  in  August,  1988  to  support 
the  1990  fare  restructuring,  has  not  changed. 

G.  Public  Hearing  Policy.  In  April  of  1988,  the  Chicago 
Transit  Board  approved  a  policy  establishing  the 
conditions  under  which  CTA  is  required  to  hold  public 
hearings  (previously  submitted) .  These  conditions  are 
in  accordance  with  FTA  guidelines;  therefore,  the 
public  did  not  participate  directly  in  the  creation  of 
this  policy.  However,  all  top  administrative 
departments  contributed  comments  on  the  final  draft. 

H.  Distribution  of  Transit  Amenities.  Unwritten  policies 
exist  at  the  department  level  to  assure  that  minority 
and  non-minority  communities  benefit  equally  from  new 
or  increased  features  provided  along  transit  routes. 
Amenities  such  as  neighborhood  information  centers, 
pass  readers  and  lighting  improvements  have  all  been 
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deployed  equitably.  A  new  program  (ordinance 
included),  approved  in  September,  1991,  restricts 
vending,  begging,  and  artistic  performances  on  CTA 
property  in  response  to  concerns  from  community 
members  regarding  safe  passenger  circulation  along 
platforms.  To  provide  the  amenity  of  artistic 
performances  in  station  areas,  the  policy  allows 
licensing  and  restriction  of  street  performers  to  only 
four  locations. 

In  addition,  the  placement  of  bus  shelters  is  governed 
by  departmental  policy.  New  shelters  are  permitted 
only  at  locations  where  waiting  times  are  long, 
sidewalks  are  not  obstructed,  and  alternate  shelter  is 
unavailable.   Priority  is  given  to  transfer  points, 

Chicago's  City  Council  acted  in  1991  to  restrict  the 
unwelcome  proliferation  of  advertising  benches  - 
sometimes  six  at  one  bus  stop  -  which  blocked  traffic 
and  were  not  maintained. 

Transit  Access.  CTA  calls  this  concept  "coverage", 
and  has  an  unofficial  policy  of  providing  a  bus  stop 
or  rail  station  entrance  within  three-eighths  of  a 
mile  of  as  much  of  Chicago's  population  as  possible. 
The  percentage  is  currently  near  99%;  this  is 
supported  by  noting  that  of  all  of  Chicago's  census 
tracts,  only  the  airport  property  in  DuPage  County  is 
more  than  one-fourth  of  a  mile  from  CTA  service.

ORDINANCE  NO.  91-17  0  AN  ORDINANCE  GOVERNING  USE  OF 

PAID  AREAS  OF  CHICAGO  TRANSIT 
AUTHORITY  RAIL  PROPERTY 


WHEREAS,  Staff  has  made  a  presentation  to  the  Transit 
Services  Committee  regarding  the  use  of  paid  areas  of  Chicago 
Transit  Authority  rail  property  and  its  impact  on  the  safety  and 
convenience  to  the  general  public;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  paid  areas  of  CTA  rail  property  are  not 
public  forunis;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  CTA  has  determined  to  create  four  limited 
exceptions  to  the  non-public -forxim  status  of  the  paid  areas  of 
CTA  rail  property;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Transit  Services  Committee  recommends  the 
adoption  of  the  following  ordinance  based  upon  the  ab)Ove;  now, 
therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CHICAGO  TRANSIT  BOARD 
OF  CHICAGO  TRANSIT  AUTHORITY: 

SECTION  1.   The  following  terms  are  defined  for 
purposes  of  this  ordinance: 

(a)  "Paid  areas  of  CTA  rail  property"  means  those  areas 
beginning  at  the  entrances  and  exits  to  Chicago  Transit 
Authority  property  containing  subway  or  elevated  train 
stations  and  going  in  a  direction  toward  the  train 
platforms,  and  all  property  located  beyond  the  turnstiles, 
ticket  agent  booths,  and  appurtenant  barriers  and  exists, 
including  but  not  limited  to  the  "four  designated  per- 
formance areas"; 

(b)  The  "four  designated  performance  areas"  are  located  on 
the  platforms  in  the  following  stations:   (1)  Washington  and 
State  Streets,  (2)  Jackson  and  State  Streets,  (3)  Washington 
and  Dearborn  Streets,  and  (4)  Jackson  and  Dearborn  Streets. 
The  designated  performance  area  on  each  platform  is  located 
between  the  pair  of  stairwells  descending  from  the  station 
platform  to  the  transfer  tunnel  and  is  bounded  on  the  north 
and  south  by  the  stairwells  and  on  the  east  and  west  by 
imaginary  linos  extending  from  and  connecting  both  sides  of 
each  of  the  stairwells; 
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(c)  "Perform"  or  "performance"  means  expressive 
activity  such  as  acting,  dancing,  singing,  painting, 
playing  musical  instruments,  juggling,  pantomime, 
magic,  oration,  rapping,  or  reciting,  whether  done 
by  an  individual  or  group; 

(d)  "Performer"  means  an  individual  who  possesses  a 
valid  permit  and  identification  badge  issued  pursuant 
to  this  ordinance; 

(c)   "Transit-related  use  of  subway  or  elevated  trains" 
means  direct  access  to  paid  areas  of  CTA  rail  property 
for  purposes  of  awaiting,  boarding,  riding  upon,  and 
debarking  from  transit  vehicles; 

(f)   "Final  judicial  determination"  means  a  final, 
binding  judgment  issued  by  a  state  or  federal  trial 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  when  no  appeal  is  taken 
or,  if  the  trial  court  judgment  is  appealed,  by  the 
last  appellate  court  adjudicating  the  appeal. 

SECTION  2 .   Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  this 
ordinance,  no  person  shall  upon  any  bus,  train,  or  in  any  paid 
areas  of  CTA  rail  property  sell  anything,  lease  anything,  beg,  or 
engage  in  any  performance. 

SECTION  3.   Performances  in  the  paid  areas  of  CTA  rail 
property  are  permitted  only  in  the  four  designated  performance 
areas  and  only  by  those  persons  possession  a  valid  permit  and 
identification  badge  issued  pursuant  to  this  ordinance.   If  a 
group  of  persons  wishes  to  perform  in  any  of  the  four  designated 
performance  areas,  each  person  in  the  group  must  possess  a  valid 
permit  and  identification  badge. 

SECTION  4.   Applications  for  permits  for  performances 
in  the  four  designated  performance  areas  shall  be  available  from 
the  CTA.   An  application  for  a  permit  shall  contain  the 
applicant's  name,  address,  and  telephone  number  and  a  signed 
statement  by  the  applicant  agreeing  to  abide  by  the  regulations 
set  forth  in  the  ordinance.   Upon  receipt  of  a  person's  signed 
application  and  a  $10.00  annual  processing  fee,  the  CTA  shall 
issue  that  person  a  permit  and  identification  badge  and  a  copy  of 
this  ordinance.   Permits  and  identification  badges  are  not 
transferable.   Permits  and  identification  badges  are  not  valid  as 
a  paid  fare. 
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SECTION  5.   Permits  and  identification  badges  shall  be 
valid  for  a  period  of  one  (1)  year  and  are  applicable  to  perfor- 
mances in  any  of  the  four  designated  performance  areas.   The  four 
designated  performance  areas  are  available  for  performances  on  a 
first-come,  first-served  basis. 

SECTION  6.   When  performing  in  any  of  the  four 
designated  performance  areas,  each  performer  must  display  pro- 
minently his  or  her  identification  badge. 

SECTION  7.  All  performers  must  confine  their  perfor- 
mances to  the  four  designated  areas  and  may  not  litter,  deface, 
or  destroy  these  areas  or  any  areas  appurtenant  thereto. 

SECTION  8.   No  performer  may  obstruct,  interfere  with, 
or  hinder  the  orderly  flow  of  traffic,  including  but  not  limited 
to  ingress  to  and  egress  from  the  paid  areas  of  CTA  rail  property. 
No  performer  may  use  any  CTA  bench  during  any  performance.   All 
performers  must  be  prepared  to  vacate  immediately  the  designated 
performance  area  in  the  event  of  an  emergency. 

SECTION  9 .   No  performance  in  any  one  of  the  four 
designated  performance  areas  may  generate  any  sound  exceeding 
eighty  (80)  decibels  when  measured  from  a  distance  of  ten  (10) 
feet.   In  no  event  may  the  noise  levels  generated  by  performances 
in  any  of  the  four  designated  performance  areas  interfere  with 
the  ability  of  persons  to  hear  announcements  over  the  public 
address  system  or  by  CTA  employees  or  agents  or  Chicago  Police  or 
other  law  enforcement  officials,  or  interfere  with  the  ability  or 
sight-impaired  persons  to  utilize  transit  facilities  or  services. 

SECTION  10.   If  a  performer  violates  any  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance,  the  CTA  may  revoke  his  or  her  permit  for  a  period 
of  up  to  one  (1)  year.   No  permit  may  be  revoked  unless  the  CTA 
holds  a  hearing  concerning  that  revocation,  written  notice  of 
which  hearing  has  been  given  to  the  performer  no  fewer  than  seven 
(7)  calendar  days  prior  to  the  hearing.   Such  notice  shall  set 
forth  the  facts  constituting  the  basis  for  the  proposed  revo- 
cation.  The  performer  may  appear  at  the  hearing  and  make 
comments  or  answer  questions  or  both.   Within  ten  (10)  business 
days  of  the  hearing,  the  CTA  shall  send  the  performer  written 
notice  of  the  determination  of  the  CTA  and,  if  the  determination 
is  to  revoke  the  permit,  then  the  written  notice  shall  contain  a 
statement  of  the  reasons  for  that  determination. 
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SECTION  11.   Each  performer  shall  indemnify  and  hold 
harmless  the  CTA  and  its  directors,  officers,  representatives, 
employees,  and  agents  from  any  and  all  claims,  demands, 
liabilities,  or  causes  of  action  of  any  kind,  including  costs  and 
attorneys'  fees,  arising  out  of  such  performer's  performance. 

SECTION  12.   If,  as  a  result  of  a  final  judicial 
determination,  the  CTA  is  not  permitted  to  limit  performances  in 
the  paid  areas  of  CTA  rail  property  to  the  four  designated 
performance  areas,  then  all  paid  areas  of  CTA  rail  property  shall 
immediately  revert  to  their  original  non-public- forum  status,  and 
no  performances  or  any  activity  other  than  the  transit-related 
use  of  subway  or  elevated  trains  shall  be  permitted  in  the  paid 
areas  of  CTA  rail  property,  except  as  otherwise  authorized  by 
this  Ordinance. 

SECTION  13.   Nothing  in  this  Ordinance  shall  prohibit 
concessionaires  from  engaging  in  activity  permitted  by  leases 
entered  into  between  the  CTA  and  the  concessionaire  authorizing 
the  concessionaire  to  engage  in  commercial  activities. 

SECTION  14.   Except  to  the  extent  provided  in  Section 
12,  if  any  part  of  this  Ordinance  is  declared  invalid  or  void, 
the  remainder  of  the  Ordinance  shall  remain  in  full  force  and 
effect. 

SECTION  15.   This  Ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and 
effect  thirty  (30)  calendar  days  from  and  after  its  passage.

3.   Compliance  Assessment 

CTA's  Affirmative  Action  Department  established  procedures 
for  monitoring  compliance  with  Title  VI  regulations. 
Affirmative  Action  reviews  service  and  fare  changes,  surveys  of 
the  public,  and  reports  which  describe  CTA  service  attributes, 
such  as  fleet  age  and  vehicle  assignment.  CTA  has  not  been 
found  deficient  in  previous  Title  VI  reviews.  Therefore,  no 
corrective  action  was  necessary  as  part  of  CTA's  Transportation 
Improvement  Program. 

Since  Title  VI  reporting  began  in  1978,  CTA  has  routinely 
reported  (twice  yearly)  the  average  age  of  each  group  of 
vehicles  in  the  bus  and  rail  fleets,  and  (when  changes  occur) 
where  each  group  of  vehicles  is  assigned  to  service.  It  is  also 
typical  of  CTA  to  conduct  from  two  to  five  surveys  each  year. 
All  surveys  of  the  public,  whether  broad  or  narrow  in  scope, 
have  for  several  years  requested  the  respondents'  racial 
identification  and  obtained  very  high  response  rates. 

Traveler  Behavior  and  Attitudes  Surveys 

During  the  three  years  covered  by  this  report,  two  surveys 
of  traveler  attitudes  in  CTA's  service  area  were  conducted. 
Both  surveys  asked  randomly  selected  residents  of  the  entire 
service  area  their  attitudes  toward  CTA's  service  and  toward 
automobiles.   Respondents  also  provided  a  one-day  travel  diary, 

A  primary  product  of  these  major  telephone  surveys  of 
riders  and  non-riders  was  measures  of  CTA's  market  penetration, 
for  households  and  in  daily  travel.  Based  on  these  data,  CTA 
usage  is  widespread:  58%  of  all  households  rode  CTA  in  the  prior 
week,  and  29.5%  of  all  daily  trips  were  on  CTA  bus  or  rail. 
Market  penetration  was  lower  in  the  suburban  part  of  the  service 
area,  and  higher  in  Chicago,  consistent  with  the  amount  of 
service  provided  in  each  area. 

In  general,  CTA's  ridership  mirrored  the  population  of  the 
service  area.  All  income  levels,  ages,  and  races  use  and  rely 
upon  CTA.  However,  there  is  a  tendency  for  a  higher  proportion 
of  black  households  to  use  CTA  (Table  1) .  Blacks  accounted  for 
48%  of  all  CTA  trips  in  1990. 

Attitudes  toward  CTA  were  basically  positive,  at  5  or  above 
on  a  10-point  scale.  Six  service  attributes  were  analyzed; 
getting  to  your  destination  quickly  and  on  time,  inexpensive  to 
use,  easy  to  set  your  own  schedule,  comfortable  and  clean,  safe 
from  crime,  and  transportation  I  know  how  to  use.  Attitudes 
improved  between  1988  and  1990  on  all  six  attributes 
investigated,  felt  to  be  directly  related  to  specific  service 
quality  programs  implemented  in  1988  and  1989.

Detailed  analysis  in  1988  and  1990  showed  a  statistically 
significant  difference  in  attitudes  between  riders  and  non- 
riders  and  between  whites  and  Blacks/Hispanics.  Riders  compared 
to  non-riders,  and  Blacks/Hispanics  compared  to  whites,  rated 
CTA  lower  on  most  attributes.  As  indicated  in  Table  2,  only 
"transportation  I  know  how  to  use"  was  rated  slightly  higher  by 
blacks  than  whites/others  in  1990.

Blacks  and  Hispanics  were  more  likely  to  be  CTA  riders,  as 
noted  above,  suggesting  a  possible  correlation  with  the  lower 
attribute  ratings.  Available  measures  of  service  quality 
provided  no  immediate  explanation  for  these  differences, 
however,  because  the  measures,  reported  elsewhere  in  this  Title 
VI  report,  showed  uniform  service  standards  throughout  the  area. 
Data  reviewed  for  other  federal  reports,  such  as  missed  miles, 
fleet  in  each  garage  or  terminal,  service  frequency,  etc.,  also 
showed  no  pattern  of  variation  to  explain  these  lower  ratings. 
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Actions  to  be  taken:  Continued  research  into  customer 
perceptions  of  service  may  eventually  explain  this  difference  in 
attitudes.  We  have  speculated  that  other  factors  are  operating 
here,  only  some  of  which  can  be  influenced  directly  by  CTA 
actions.  For  example,  a  higher  general  dissatisfaction  with  all 
public  services  may  be  associated  with  lower-income  community 
life  styles.  Management  response  has  been  to  institute  long- 
term  programs  to  improve  service  quality  from  the  customer's 
perspective.  This  entails  gathering  better  information  on 
customers,  and  better  information  on  the  quality  of  service 
delivered. 
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other  Areas  of  Title  VI  Considerations 


Changes  in  Service  Features 

CTA  will  implement  many  new  service  features  over  the  years 
1992-1994.  On  the  rail  system,  CTA  will  reroute  two  of  its 
existing  rapid  transit  lines  to  connect  branches  with  similar 
utilization  and  capacity.  It  will  connect  the  Howard  branch 
with  the  Dan  Ryan  branch  to  combine  these  high-capacity  and 
high-utilization  branches.  It  will  connect  the  Lake  Street 
branch  and  the  Jackson  Park/Englewood  branches  which  have  lower 
capacities  and  utilization.  Most  of  the  area  served  by  these 
branches  lies  within  minority  census  tracts.  A  brochure  is 
included  in  the  pouch  following  this  section.  With  this  new 
configuration,  CTA  will  be  able  to  more  effectively  provide  the 
proper  levels  of  service,  and  will  therefore  improve  service  to 
the  communities  which  these  lines  serve. 

In  addition,  CTA  will  open  a  new  Midway  Rapid  Transit  line 
during  the  period  1992-1994  to  serve  the  Archer  Avenue  corridor. 
It  is  the  most  heavily-traveled  corridor  in  the  nation  which  is 
not  currently  served  by  rapid  transit.  Since  much  of  the  rail 
line  will  operate  near  minority  census  tracts,  it  will  greatly 
improve  CTA's  ability  to  serve  minority  communities  in  this 
area.  In  particular,  feeder  bus  service  to  every  new  station 
will  also  serve  minority  areas,  reducing  travel  times  and  bus 
operating  costs.  Some  express  routes  will  be  replaced  by  the 
rail  service.  An  introductory  brochure  is  included  in  the  pouch 
following  this  section. 

CTA,  in  conjunction  with  the  City  of  Chicago  and  local  area 
taxi  companies,  has  begun  a  Taxi  Access  Program  for  its 
certified  Special  Services  clients.  It  gives  them  an 
opportunity  to  travel  in  sedans  or  wagons  which  are  regular 
Chicago  taxicabs  by  using  lower-priced  vouchers  anywhere  within 
the  city  of  Chicago.  This  program,  which  began  in  December, 
1991,  will  provide  more  flexibility  and  timeliness  to  CTA's 
Special  Services  passengers.  To  the  extent  to  that  our  Special 
Services  passengers  are  minorities,  it  will  improve  service  to 
minority  communities.  See  the  pouch  for  an  introductory 
brochure. 

CTA's  fares  increased  in  1992.  The  Chicago  Transit  Board 
approved  this  action,  effective  on  December  29,  1991.  A  chart 
which  summarizes  CTA's  1992  fares  can  be  found  in  the  pouch, 
and,  in  greater  detail  for  employees,  following  it.  This  set  of 
fare  levels  was  approved  by  the  Chicago  Transit  Board  after 
public  input  at  several  public  hearings,  held  October  28-30, 
1991.  In  addition,  CTA  is  upgrading  its  fare  collection 
equipment  to  provide  faster  and  more  reliable  collection  of 
fares  and  access  to  the  system  at  all  rail  stations. 
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Financial  constraints  in  1992  caused  CTA  to  reduce  some  of 
its  seirvices.  The  list  of  service  reductions  proposed  for  1992 
can  be  found  in  the  pouch.  After  public  input  was  considered, 
only  route  #89  North  Kedzie  was  discontinued  completely;  Sunday 
service  on  route  4  3  was  also  restored  later. 

Every  CTA  change  was  likely  to  affect  minorities;  minority 
riders  used  all  parts  of  the  system  and  all  fare  types. 
Consequently,  no  racial  or  ethnic  group  benefited  from  fare  or 
service  changes  to  the  detriment  of  other  groups.  Use  of 
service  policies  was  consistent.  Many  past  temporary  service 
changes  also  emphasized  the  point  that  CTA  protects  communities 
against  adverse  impacts  of  construction  projects  by  maintaining 
transit  service  to  the  affected  area. 


Information  Dissemination 

CTA  used  a  variety  of  methods  to  inform  minority 
communities  of  service  changes  relating  to  transit  service  and 
improvement . 

CTA  had  a  policy  of  public  hearings  to  communicate  proposed 
service  changes  with  people  in  the  affected  CTA  service  area. 
Notices  of  public  hearings  and  approved  service  changes  were 
posted  in  affected  buses,  trains,  and  rail  stations.  Public 
hearings  were  announced  in  major  newspapers.  For  the 
complicated  April  29,  1990  Fare  Restructuring,  eleven  public 
hearings  were  held  city-wide  to  determine  public  preference 
among  the  6  proposed  fare  structures.  An  example  of  the  posting 
of  Public  Hearings  for  the  1990  Fare  Restructuring  is  included 
following  this  section. 

CTA  frequently  utilized  the  media  to  communicate  service 
changes  to  the  public.  Press  releases  (including  notice  of 
service  changes  and  fare  revisions)  were  sent  to  all  addresses 
on  the  media  distribution  list  kept  by  CTA's  Media  Relations 
Department.  This  list  was  submitted  in  the  most  recent 
triennial  update  of  1988.   It  is  not  resubmitted  here. 

For  the  1990  Fare  Restructuring,  CTA  placed  fares  brochures 
in  the  centerfold  of  the  TV  listing  magazines  of  the  Sunday 
Chicago  Tribune  and  Sun-Times  prior  to  the  event.  CTA  also  had 
an  extensive  radio  campaign  and  coverage  by  four  major 
newspapers  in  the  area.  In  addition,  CTA  placed  brochures  on 
the  seats  of  all  CTA  vehicles  and  placed  permanent  fare 
information  in  all  CTA  buses,  trains,  and  rail  stations. 
Examples  of  CTA  media  material  for  the  1990  Fare  Restructuring 
is  contained  in  the  pouch  following  this  section. 
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CTA's  route  map  gave  basic  route,  schedule,  and  fare 
information  in  English  and  Spanish,  and  provided  the  number  for 
daily  travel  information  or  customer  assistance.  When 
necessary,  staff  fluent  in  other  foreign  languages  (such  as 
French  or  Korean)  were  available. 

In  addition  to  formal  public  hearings,  CTA  has  met  with  the 
community  less  formally  in  a  number  of  ways.  Public  forums  were 
held  when  requested  by  community  groups,  or  when  CTA  wished  to 
open  a  dialogue  on  some  aspect  of  service.  Speakers  and  tour 
guides  were  available  upon  request.  The  Community  Relations 
Department  visited  schools  and  operated  neighborhood  information 
centers  (subject  to  budgetary  constraints)  at  several  city-wide 
locations, 

Minoritv  Representation  on  Decision-making  Bodies 

The  Chicago  Transit  Board  consisted  of  a  Chairman  (who  is 
Black)  and  six  other  members  (one  Hispanic,  one  Black,  four 
white) .  They  were  the  sole  decision-making  body  of  the  CTA,  and 
as  such  had  final  approval  over  changes  proposed  by  staff 
through  the  office  of  the  President  (formerly  Executive 
Director) .  Members  were  appointed  to  the  Board  by  the  Mayor  of 
Chicago  and  the  Governor  of  Illinois.  Their  staff  members 
solicit  minority  participation. 

An  advisory  group,  the  Citizens  Advisory  Board,  met  monthly 
and  could  influence  Board  and  staff  action.  Please  refer  to 
their  role  in  Fares  Policy.  There  were  nine  members;  three 
Black,  two  Hispanic,  one  Asian,  and  three  White.  Another  two 
positions  were  vacant  at  the  end  of  1991.  All  members  were 
appointed  by  the  Chicago  Transit  Board,  and  served  without 
compensation . 

Multilingual  Facilities 

Although  CTA's  service  area  is  18%  Hispanic,  Census  figures 
show  that  only  3%  of  Chicago's  adult  population  can  speak 
Spanish  and  not  understand  English.  Currently,  most  of  CTA's 
warning  signs  and  passenger  notices  are  written  in  English  and 
Spanish.  CTA's  graphics  staff  converted  these  into 
international  symbols  whenever  possible  in  order  to  communicate 
to  as  broad  an  audience  as  possible.  Examples  of  these  decals 
appear  in  the  supporting  documents. 
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Every  attempt  was  made  to  open  discussion  with  speakers  of 
other  languages.  In  addition  to  the  bilingual  staff  and  travel 
information  agents  mentioned  in  "Information  Dissemination",  a 
portion  of  all  public  timetables  contained  a  notice  in  Spanish 
that  bilingual  phone  assistance  is  available.  Surveys  were 
conducted  in  foreign  languages  when  appropriate  to  the  target 
market,  and  a  telephone  device  for  the  deaf  was  available  at  the 
Travel  Information  Center  and  at  CTA  Customer  Assistance.
